2. (Currently Amended) An arrangement as claimed in claim 1 , farther- comprising a 
polariz e r (31) arrang e d between ooi d r ear o f the VCSEL (30) an d s aid photod e tector (32) 
fay- wherein the polarizer transmits atiowfag-en4y-light of a predetermined polarization to 
r e ach the photodetector. 

3. (Previously Presented) An arrangement as claimed in claim 1, wherein the VCSEL is 
configured to emit light through its rear by way of a hole provided in a substrate of the 
VCSEL.
